LONDON, Feb. 6.—The Centrai News 
says it uncerstands Ambassador Gerard 
departed from Berlin today and is due 
in Switzerland in the course of a day. 
No confirmation of this report has been 
received.

BERLIN, Sunday, Feb. 4, by. wireless 


to Sayville (Delayed).—Although late 
this afternoon no official confirmation 


had reached Berlin that relations with 
the United States had been broken off, 
the text of President Wilson’s address 
to Congress removed all doubt in the 
minds of the general public as well as 
in the official world as to the exact- 
ness of earlier private information. 
Foreign Secretary Zimmermann made 
the following statement to the Over- 
seas News Agency: 

“We regret this measure taken by 
President Wilson all the more since, 
against .all traditions and all interna- 
tional law, we are cut off from all direct 
communication and regular intercourse 
with the transatlantic world. We also 
remember that American diplomats, dur- 
ing the last months and-years of the 
war, cared for German interests by 
proxy, in several hostile countries, with 
efficiency and great-suceessa.———.. 

“The text of the President's message, 
in the absence of other official docu- 
ments, has therefore, been examined 
most minutely. Having no réal reason 
for hostility to the United States, re- 
membering the traditional friendship 
which has existed between the countries 
practically from the first days of the 
United States, we naturally appreciate 
the words of a rather nonhostile char- 
acter which, among others of a different 
character, are found in that message 
as transmitted by Reuters’. 

“In them President Wilson gives as- 
surances that he wishes no ‘hostile con- 


. flict’ with Germany, and I can add that 


we appreciate this and other paragraphs 
in the message, joining in this respect 
with President Wilson’s note. 

“While we think to a certain extent 
that we can see by what reasons the 
United States Government was prompted 
to its present attitude, on the other 
hand, we expect that President Wilson, 
to the same extent, may recognize the 
reasons which prompted us to take our 
decision.”’ 

Berlin Shows No Hostility ‘Toward 
Americans There. 

BERLIN, Monday, Feb. 5, via. London, 
Feb. 6.—Whatever may be their feelings 
toward the United States, Germans in 
Berlin and, as far as has been heard, 
those outside the capital have manifest- 
ed consideration and courtesy toward 
Americans since the news was treceived 
of the breaking off of diplomatic rela- 
tions. Aside from an occasional frank 
comment on the action of the American 
Government, no acts of a hostile or even 
an unfriendly nature have been report- 
ed. 

The only difficulty reported has been 
that officials have refused to vise pass- 
ports until the hoiders can show steain- 
er tickets to America. The police in the 
main residential district, however, are 
accepting “return to America’’ as an 
adequate reason for departure, but are 
insisting that the customary interval of 
two weeks for military investigation of 
the application cannot be waived.

The foreign office to which the, Amer- 
ican newspaper correspondents in a way 
are accredited, is aiding those corre- 
spondents who wish to depart with Am- 
bassador Gerard. The Foreign Office 
has expressed the desire to have as 
many .American corespondents as pos- 
sible remain after the departure of the 
Ambassador, in order to maintain unof- 
ficial relations between the two peoples 
as long as war is avoided.

PLUMBERS GATHERING MONEY 
HARVEST FROM COLD WEATHER 


Have More Work Than They Can Do 
at Rate of 310 a Day for Eight 
Hours—Materials Extra, 


Piumbers in St. Louis have been reap- 
ing a harvest as a result of the con- 
tinued cold weather. The sudden drop to 
below zero temperature caused many 
“leaks’’ which couldn’t await the delib- 
erations of an investigating committee, 
but called for the more practical munis- 
trations of the man with the blow-pipe 
and the soldering iron. Water pipes 
burst in many homes. 


In many causes it was necessary for 
househclders to wait from one day to a 
week for a plumber after sending .in an 
emergency call. Employers explained 
that there were not plumbers enough to 
go around. One householder was told it 
would be several weeks before the 
plumbers could get to his house. 

The prevailing rate for plumbing serv- 
ice is $1. an hour, or $10 for an eight- 
hour day. Of this the journeyman re- 
ceives $6 and the emplover $4. Fore- 
men receive $7 a day. In addition to 
paying for the time ‘he householder also 
must pay for all materials used in mak- 
ing repairs. 


MISSOURI TOWN SOLD UNDER

Once Prosperous Roanoke Was 
Ruined When Railroad Missed 
It and Armstrong Was Founded. 


FAYETTE, Mo., Feb. 6.—The town of 
Roanoke, standing on the boundary line 
between Howard and Randolph counties, 
was sold yesterday under a Sheriff's 
hammer for’$410. The property included 
10 lots and three buildings. 

Roanoke once was one of the busiest 
trading places in the State, being sit- 
u-ted in the center of a large tobacco- 
producing section. The building of a 
railroad and the founding of the town 
of Armstrong on it, three miles south 
of Roanoke, spelled the town’s ruin, 
business shifting to Armstrong almost 
overnight.

Twenty Others in Line at Natur- 
alization Office—Yesterday’s 
Record of 72 May Be Broken. 


Within. the first 90 minutes after the 
opening of the local naturalization bu- 
reau in the Federal building this 
morning, 30 declarations of intention to 
become American, citizens were. filed, 
mostly by nationals of Germany and‘ 
Austria-Hungary. About 20 more per- 
sons. were waiting in line. 

One of the applicants was Mrs. The- 
rese Sophie Warneke, a widew,--66-years4 
old, of 2636 Osage #treet, who wished: to 
renounce her allegiance to the Kaiser. 
She said she has three sons, two born 
here and one in.Germany. The latter 
has taken out naturalization papers, the 
other two being Armerican citizens by 
birth. 

Yesterday 72 persons, mostly subjects 
of the central empires, filed intentions, 
making a record for the office. It was 
expected that today’s list would be long- 
er. 

M. R. Bevington, chief naturalization 
examiner, said that after closing hours 
yesterday evening 2% men, saying they 
were employes at the city hall, applied 
for first papers. They were instruct- 
ed to return today. 

Bevington said he had frequentiy been 
asked whether the filing of first paners 
makes the applicant subject to conscrip- 
tion for the United States army and 
navy. He asserted that the question 
was settled in the affirmative by a de- 
cision of the Wisconsin Supreme Court 
during the Civil War, in the case of a 
German who refused to comply with the 
draft on the ground that he had taken 
only the first step toward naturalization.

Report on Sinking of Eavestone by Germans 
Opens Possibility That Vessel Could 
Be Classed as Warship

WASHINGTON, Feb. 6.—An official re- 
port of the sinking of tne steamer Eave- 
stone, and the illing of an’ American 
seaman reached the State Departme at 
today from Consw Frogt . at .

Consul Frost's dispatch describing the 
Kavestone as a provisional collier leads 
to the possibility that the destroyed ves- 
sel might be classed as a‘warship. If 
at the time of the sinking the Eavestone 
was in Admiralty service, no possibility 
of trouble with Germany on that score 
opens up.

American Killed in the Sinking of 
the Eavestone. 

LONDON, Feb. 6.—No addition. in- 
formation concerning the sinking of the 
British steamer Eavestone, on whicu 
Richard Wallace, an American seaman, 
was killed, has been given out, and it 
is not known whether the ship was try- 
ing to escape when she was destroye/‘!.

“The master and three seamen were 
thus killed and the second mate was 
severely wounded. Among the killed 
was Richard Wallace of Baltimore.”’

MERCHANT TONNAGE LOSS IN 
JANUARY HEAVIEST OF WAR 


154 Vessels Destroyed Bringing Total 
Since the Hostilities Began 
° Up to 2361. 

NEW YORK, Feb. 6.—The destruction 
of merchant tonnage due to submarines, 
mines and kindred war causes was 
greater during January than in any pre- 
vious month, according to statistics pub- 
lished today by the Journal of Com- 
merce. The gross tonnage lost was 336,- 
997, involving the sinking of 154 vessels, 
the statement ‘says, and this brings the 
total destruction during the war to 4,- 
367,766 gross tons, or 2361 ships. 

British shipping suffered heaviest in 
January, according to the statistics, with 
b4. vessels destroyed. Norway ranked 
second, with 3% ships lost, and France, 
third, with 25. No American, German, 
Italian or Turkish merchant vessels were 
reported sunk. 

Throughout the war British gross ton- 
nage destroyed amounted to 2,568,317. The 
loss of United States gross tonnage has 
been 24,558, representing 10 ships. En- 
tente losses have been 73 per cent of the 
total, and Teutonic, 20 per cent, accord- 
ing to these statistics.

°. The Central Board of Control for 
elemosynary institutions will must be 
emended so that the board will consist 
either of one Democrat and one Repub 
Mean or two Democrats and two Repub- 
licans. 

Under the constitution the membership 
vf a constitutional convention consists 
wf two delegates for each State Senator, 
tha delegates to be elected by senator- 
tal districts. Of the 34 senatorial dis- 
tricts 2% are Democratic and only eignt 
are Republican. On this basis a consti- 
tutional convention would consist of 562 
Democrats and 16 Republicans. 

Proposed Republican Plan. 

The plan proposed by the Republican 
caucus is that in each senatorial dis- 
trict a ticket containing only two names, 
one a Democrat and one a Republican, 
shall be voted on for delegates to the 
convention. 

It is possible that the decision of the 
Republican caucus may serve to line 
the Democrats up solidly for the Gov- 
ernor’s entire program, but this is con- 
sidered doubtful. 

Representative Farris, Democratic 
floor leader, said this morning that 
such a result should follow, but that 
he was not prepared to say that all the 
democrats in the House would vote to- 
gether.

Nine German Ships Interned in 
Hawaiian Islands Damaged. 

HONOLULU, T. H., Feb. 6.—Engines 
and boilers of all nine German merchance 
vessels tied up in the Hawalian Islands 
kave been disabled by their crews. 

The crews of the North German Lloyd 
steamers Pommern and Prinz Waldemar 
have been taken into custody, and crews 
of the other seven vessels are detained 
at the immigration station.

SEATTLE, Wash., Feb. 6.—The Ham- 
burg-American freight ship Saxonia, 4500 
tons, and the German ship Steinbek, 2000 
tons, which have been tfed up in Eagle 
Harbor here since the beginning of the 
European war were taken in charge 
yesterday by Federal customs officers. 
The officers and sailors on the ships 
were arrested under the provision of the 
immigration law forbidding aliens to 
enter the United States without permis- 
sion.

MAJ,-GEN.’ PERSHING'S TROOPS 
GOING TO BORDER STATIONS 


Phiysical Fitness of Men Who Served 
in Mexteo Excites Coment— 
Refugees a Problem. 
COLUMBUS, N. M., Feb. 6.—The more 
than 10,000 soldiers of Major-General 
Pershing’s expeditionary force, which 
marched back to United States soil yes. 
terday, after serving in Mexico since 
March 1, 1916, are departing for their 
stations at various points on the border 

today.

ferson City. 

The bill is being vigorously opposed by 
the club women of St. Louis and other 
of the larger cities of the State, but has 
the support of clubwomen of the rural 
districts. It is also being fought by 
the film producers and exhibitors. 

Mrs. G. V. R. Mechin, president of 
the St. Louis Council of Federated Wom- 
en’s Club of Missouri, said the bill was 
opposed by the club women in St. Louis 
because they believed it would not cre- 
ate a real censorship of the movies. She 
termed it a “‘pork measure’”’ and said 
‘no woman with sense would indorse 
ag 

The producers and exhibitors oppose 
the bill because it would increase the 
cost of showing photoplays and because, 
they also contend, it would not result 
in real censorship. The bill was intro- 
duced in the Legislature by Senator 
McClintic. 

Annual Salaries at Least $28,000. 

The measure provides 23 jobs, includ- 
ing those of the members of the board, 
which would be composed of two men 
end one woman. The combined muini- 
mum annual salaries for all of the jons 
would amount to $28,000, exclusive cf 
olfice, traveling or other expenses: Ad- 
ditional employes, at salarieS not to ex- 
ceed $5000 a year might be appointed 
with the approval of the Governor. 

The bill also provides that *t‘each mem. 
ber and employe of the board shall be 
uilowed all expenses, of whatsoever na- 
ture, incurred by him or her in carry- 
ing out the purposes of the act.” 

The revenue clauses of the bill pro- 
vide that all exhibitors of films, or 
slereoptican views in theaters, halls or 
cther edifices, where an admission fee 
is charged, shall pay inspection fees to 
‘ board. These fees vary with the 
Seating capacity of theaters or halls. 
An annual fee of $25 would be paid by 
hovses having 250 seats, and $25 addi- 
tional for each 250 geats above that 
number, up to 750 capacity. It also 
vrovides for fines for violation of the 
board’s rules, or the exhibition of films 
not bearing the-stamp of approval of ths 
censors. 

Would Review All Films. 

The bill provides that all films, slides 
or views shown in the State must be 
reviewed by the board and receive the 
board’s stamp of approval before being 
shown. A charge of $1 for each 1000 
feet of film reviewed, in addition to the 
annual inspection fee charged each ex- 
hibitor, is also provided for. 

The producers say the enforcement of 
that provision would be physically im- 
possible, as there are released each 
week in St. Louis alone, 170 new motion 
picture films. Some of the phetoplays

Ilinois Commissioner to Ask for 
Restitution in Case of North 
American Union. 


Demand will be made today by In- 
surance Commissioner Rufus M. Potts 
of Illinois on the officers of the North 
American Union of Chicago, a fraternal 
insurance organization, for the restitu- 
tion of $228,000 commissions alleged to 
hzve been paid for the reinsurance of 
the North American Union in the Fra- 
ternal Aid Union of Lawrence, Kan. 
lf restitution is not made, receivership 
proceedings will be instituted by Attor- 
ney-General Brundage of Illinois agains 
the North American, Union. 

The demand is made on the strength 
of an opinion given to Commissioner 
Fotts by the Attorney-General that the 
payment of the commissions, without 
the knowledge or approval of members 
of the North American Union, is an. 
abuse of their rights and an injustice 
to them, which a court of equity would 
prevent. If receivership proceedings. are 
brought the assets of the North Ametr'- 
can Union remaining in Illinois will be 
seized. 

Knights and Ladies of Honor, 

Among the members of tks. North 
American Union ure about 29,000 former 
members of the Knights and Ladies of 
Honor, who were reinsured in the North 
American Union under a contract dated 
Aug. 24,: 1916, which was approved by 
the United States District Court at In- 
dianapolis on Aug. 29. The reinsurance 
was etfected while a receivership suit 
Was pending in the Indianapolis court, 
in which Max F. Ruler and Horace L, 
Dyer, who figuied in the Knights of 
Honor receivership here, were attor- 
neys fur a group of members of the 
Knights and Ladies of Honor., As a ro- 
sult of the reinsurance the receivership 
suit was dsimissed 

If Commissioner Pctts’ demand for 
restitution of the $228,000 commissions 
in the Fraternal Aid deal is complied 
with, the former Ixnights and Ladies 
of Honor will benefit by the restitution. 
If it is necessary to pring a receiver- 
ship suit, their insurance will be jeopar- 
dized. 

Some time prior to last November a 
Chicago attorney approached Commis- 
sioner Potts to ascertain if he would 
approve re-insurance of the North 
American Union in the Fraternal Aid 
Union of Lawrence, Kan, Commissioner 
Potts told him he would approve the re- 
insurance if satisfied that the interests 
of the North American Union were con- 
gerved and provided that affidavits were 
made that no commissions were to be 
paid. 

He was not again communicated with 
on the subject. In December he learnea 
that the North American Union had 
been reinsured in the Fraternal Aid 
Union under date of Nov. 20 and that the 
contract of reinsurance had been ap- 
proved by Carey J. Wilson, Kansas 
Superintendent of Insurance, on Nov. 2 

Potts Asked for Information. 

On Dec. 27 Commissioner Potts wrote 
to L. D. Roberts, Lawrence, Kan., sec- 
retary. of the Fraternal Aid Union, re- 
quiring information under oath as fol- 
lows: Authority under which agreement 
of reinsurance purported to be made; 
certified copy of minutes, certified copy 
of the agreement of reinsurance, and a 
statement as to any remuneration or 
emolument paid or promised, together 
with copies of contracts in relation 


George R. Allen, attorney for the Fra- 
ternal Aid Union, and H. M. Waring, 
vice president, delivered to the commis- 
sioner letters and documents whicin 

mmissioner Potts notified them were 
not sufficient. 

Waring admitted to Commissioner 
Potts that a commission of $228,000 was 
to be paid to John W. Breytfogle of 
Kansas City and that $100,000 had al- 
ready been paid to him by the Fraternal 
Aid Union, which had been borrowed 
for the purpose. Waring said he did not 
know among whom the commission was 
to be divided. 

Allen and Waring were notified that 
the consolidation would not be approved 
by the Illinois department unless the 
commission so far paid was restored and 
that no contract of reinsuranse would 
be approved by the department that car- 
ried with it the payment of extravagant 
commissions or expenses. Attorneys’ 
fees and commissions commensurate 
with the service actually performed 
might be allowed, but the amount would 
not be permitted to exceed $10,000 or $20,- 
000, and this would only be allowed on a 
showing that the service had actually 
been performed.

The Aurora 
broke away, however, and had to return 
to New Zealand, 

The 10 men thus were left in the vi- 
cinity ef the barrier,, where they had 
been stranded with only a scanty supply 
of provisions, for 21 months, when Sir 
Ernest set out from New Zealand to 
rescue them on Dec. 23 last. It is these 
men, with the exception of the threv 
who. perished, whom the explorer, on} 
the Avrora, now has rescued.

“Resolved, By the House of Repre- 
sentatives of the Forty-ninth General 
Assembly, the Senate concurring therein, 
that we, as representatives of the people 

of the State’ of Missouri pledge to his 
excellency the President of the United 
States our loyal support in the present | 
impending crisis and assure him that ! 
Missouri and its people stand united and |§ 
ready to uphold his hands and follow his 
leadership to the successful maintenance > 
of our national rights and the absolute 
supremacy of the American flag, regard- 
less of cost or of sacrifice, and be it fur- 
ther 

“Resolved, That’a copy of the resolu- 
tion properly engrossed be forwarded by 
the chief clerk of the House to the Pres- 
ident of the United States.”’ 

The resolution was adopted without a 
dissenting vote and without debate.

CHIEF PROVISIONS 
OF KANSAS CITY"s 
PROPOSED CHARTER 


Manager Chosen by Mayor and 
Council Would Run Munici- 
pality’s Business Affairs. 


ELECTION ON MARCH 6 


Intention Is to Separate Execu- 
tive and Legislative Functions 
From Administrative Ones. 


Special to the. Post-Dispatch. 
KANSAS CITY, Mo., Feb. 6.—The new 


city charter, which provides for the 
city manager plan of municipal govern- 
ment, was signed and delivered to May- 
or Edwards last night. The special 
charter election will be held Tuesday, 
March 6, 

The high points in the proposed char- 
ter are: 

A city manager who, through himself 
and the heads of departments appointed 
by -him, would exercise the administra- 
tive functions of the city, thereby cen- 
tering and fixing responsibility. 

A Mayor, the chief magistrate of the 
city, and a small] Council—five members 
in each house—all nominated and elected 
at large. 

The recall, initiative and referendum. 

A careful and consistent distinction 
between those affairs of the city which 
are governmental and legislative and 
these which are purely administrative. 

A plan for doing public work stripped 
of red tape, restrictions and limitations, 
the practical operation of which would 
result in reducing to a minimum the cost 
of public improvements. 

The simplification of the city govern- 
ment in all its branches and its divorce- 
ment from partisan politics. 

Home rule in the control of the sa- 
loons. 


Manager’s Jurisdiction. 
Heads of all departments except those 


of finance and law, would be named 
by the city manager, who would be se- 
lected solely with regard to his fit- 
ness for the position. 

The regulation and control of saloons 
would be taken from the Police Com- 
missioners and placed under an Excise 
Commissioner, to be elected by the peo- 
ple for a term of four years. The city 
has the right under the Constitution to 
regulate the saloons, but in a previous 
charter turned the saloons over to the 
Police Board. 

The Excise Commissioner would be 
empowered to fix zones in which no sa- 
loons wouid be permitted, and would be 
obliged to do so if a majority of the res- 
idents in any given distriet should de- 
sire. The interest rate on special taxes 
would be reduced from 7 to 6 per cent. 

Elective officials of the city would be 
a Mayor, 10 Aldermen and the Excise 
Commissioner, all to be chosen for four 
years. 

Election of Aldermen, 

The five candidates for Aldermen re- 
ceiving the highest number of votes 
would constitute the upper house and 
the five receiving the next highest num- 
ber of votes the lower house. The 
Mayor would receive $500 a month and 
the Councilmen $200. 

The administrative authority of the 
city would be the administrative board, 
comprising the Mayor and the 10 Coun- 
cilmen. The city manager would be 
named by the administrative board ard 
serve during its pleasure. The city man- 
ager and all heads of departments would 
be required to “abstain from politica] 
activity.’’

lines. Permission to make the conec- 
tion was given to the McKinley System 
by the State Public Service Commission 
last week, following the refusal of the 
St. Louis Board of Public service to rec- 
ommend it. 

With connections between its lines and 
the facilities of the Terminal Associa- 
tion on both sides of the river, the Mc- 
Kinley System may, if it chooses, put 
into effect its published tariff of i0 cents 
a ton for coal delivered to any part of 
St. Louts reached by the Terminal Asso- 
ciation or its subsidiaries. The McKin- 
ley System was projected and built as a 
coal carrier. Many of the most produc- 
tive mines in Illinois are situated on the 
McKinley lines.

In addition to this connection, it is the 
McKinley system’s intention to extend 
the east approach of its bridge over 
Venice, Ill., to facilitate the larger traf- 
fic which is expected to result from the 
use of the Terminal’s trackage in St. 
Louis. This approach would obviate the 
present use of surface tracks and great- 
ly expedite the movement of cars. The 
cost of the approach would be about

* WOMEN ALONE IN THE CITY. 


Te the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 

It is claimed that, in one of our largest cities, 
census returns show there are over 50,000 women 
of various ages living alone, either because of be- 
ing alone in the world, so far as family is con- 
cerned, or friendless because of poverty. The writ- 
er making this statement enters a plea on behalf 
of these lonely women, herself being one of them, 
and urging that some means be provided to make 
brighter the lives of these women who are prac- 
tically homeless and alone in a great city. The 
writer urges that greater liberties should be given 
them, and that it should by some means be made 
possible for them to find some social companion- 

ip. Many of them live for years in their lim-

For the present, pending perhaps that overt act 
on which Senator Stone laid such _ stress, our 
status will resemble that forced on us ,two or 
three times during the Napoleonic wars.

MR. BRYAN’S STRATEGY. 

From Mr. Bryan’s plea for the preservation of 
peace at any price it is to be gathered that he 
would have the American people submit for the 
present to any insult or any wrong that the Ger- 
man Government might deliberately inflict upon 
this nation. Later on, after the war in Europe is 
over, if we have a quarrel with Germany it can be 
settled by a separate war of our own. 

The average American will hardly rise to this 
noble conception of duty. Mr. Bryan’s military 
policy, in effect, is that the United States, in any 
circumstances and whatever the provocation, sha!l 
patiently wait until Germany is exhausted and 
beaten to the ground and then fight a cripple. This 
is strategy of the highest order, but it calls for a 
kind of courage, moral and physical, that would 
make any man or nation contemptible. It is dis- 
gusting and despicable advice.

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Common Sense in Lighting 


OWADAYS, when so much atten- 
N tion is given to the artistic in 
lighting fixtures for our homes— 
when we may buy shades in green, rose, 
orange, blue and white to match our 
rooms—it is well not toe entirely overlook 
the fact that light is, after all, intended 
to see by. 

Have your dainty colored shades to 
match your different rooms, if you like, 
advises a writer in Gas Logic, but re- 
member that there is one color which 
harmonizes with almost any shade and 
yet gives an excellent soft light which it 
is delightful to see by. That color is 
amber. We all know that a brown chif- 
fon veil, for instance, is far more pleas- 
ant to wear and look through than a 
eerise or a purple one. And it is the 
Same way with the shades on our light- 
ing fixtures. The gayly colored and 
painted ones may be very often not as 
satisfactory for use as the simple am- 
ber one. 

“The more brilliant of two lights may 
not be the more efficient; it may merely 
be giving out too much light in the 
wrong place,’’ continues the article re- 
“The question of reflection 
is important here. It is evident that 
dark-colored objects reflect light badly.

Dr. Harvey W. Wiley, father of the 
pure food law, offered this contribution 
to the currént discussion of the hign 
cost of living at the annual dinner of 
the Economic Club in New York the 
other night Dr. Wiley has settled 
many problems, but none more impor- 
tant than the marvelous bit of multipli- 
cation I have just quoted. So I has- 
tened to ask him for more detailed in- 
formation 2bout how to make $2 grow 
where only $1 grew before. 

And, in defiance of all mathematical 
iaws, i found that Dr. Wiley multiplies 
ty subtracting. 

Multiplying Wages by Subtracting the 
Expense. 

“The laborer making $2 a day spends 
between 50 and 70 per cent of his wages 
for food—say $1.20 a day,’’ the former 
head of the United States Bureau or 
Chemistry stated succinctly. ‘He 
should not spend more. than 30 per ceat 
for what he eats, and that would make 
the dally cost about 60 cents. For this 
sum he and his family may be not mere- 
ly fed but well nourished.” 

And then the doctor described for me 
not the cup, but the table, of Tantalus. 

‘A man can get along very well with 
meat but twice a week,”’ he said. ‘‘He 
should not drink tea or coffee, since 
both beverages are harmful. He should 
not partake of beer or any other alco- 
holic drink He ought to cut out tobac- 
co; it is distinctly deleterious. He does 
not need pies, cake or sweet desserts.

ent breakfast foods and bread made of 
white flour.”

“In porridge and 
bread each one of them eats a pound 
This comes 
from my farm, but in estimating the 
cost of the boys’ meals I charge the reg- 
ular market price of $1 a bushel for the 
corn and $1.8 for the wheat. The whole 
grain is ground for me and in that 
process alone there is considerable sav- 
ing. 

Fine for the Dairy Cows But Tough 
on Humans, 

“A bushel of wheat makes cnly 44 
pounds of fine white flour. The millins 
results in a loss of 16 pounds, and the 
part thrown away contains protein, vita- 
mins, minerals, some of the most val- 
uable food elements of the wheat. This 
waste is usually fed to the cow, which 
is good for the dairy, but bad for you 
and me, 


“To return to the diet of my boys. 
The more expensive grain, wheat, cost 
$1.80 a bushel. Grinding and expressage 
from the farm make the price for ‘i 
youn of whole wheat flour $2.26. Each 

oy-eats a pound a day, which there- 
fore costs $0.038. A daily pint of milk, 
containing at least 4 per cent butter 
content, costs $0.0. A daily apple or 
orange averages $0.02. 
brings the cost of the day’s food to 
$0.118. Then I put down $0.01 for the 
meat allowance; each boy on Sunday 
has one ounce of the white meat of 
chicken and in the middle of the week 
about as much lamb. Allowing $0.01S 
for sugur and incidentals, the total cost 
per boy per day is $0.14. And I defy 
anybody to produce plumper, healthier, 
better-nourished youngsters.

NEW YORK, Feb. 6.—Clare Kummer, 
the young woman playwright whose 
‘Good Gracious, Annabelle,” was tha 
wittiest and most novel comedy of the 
season up to the time of its production, 
easily surpassed her already enviable 


record with “‘A Successful Calamity” at 
the Booth Theater last night. 

Here is a piece in a vein of humor 
which would be notable in any season 
in the New York theater. Coming fresh 
from the tournament of wit which her 
latest effort afforded, this reviewer, 
even with due caution, is inclined to 
rank it foremost afeng all the comedies 
by women produced here in the last four 
or five years. 

It has, among other merits, the distinc- 
tion of being the most optimistic comedy 
that one, off-hand, can recall. Even 
that glad play ‘‘Pollyanna,’’ seems sad 
compared with it, and, moreover, its 
optimism is not of the cloying kind. It 
makes use of familiar material in a 
wholly original way. The wit of its dia- 
logue is constantly nimble and fresh, 
and it is shot_through with no mean 
vein of well-directed satire. If its hu- 
mor seems at times a little too studied, 
the fault is an entirely negligible one.
